Woman Calls Him Down 


Congressman Knowland arrived while Stetson was addressing 


the audience, having been delayed at the luncheon given in his 
honor by the Business Men's and Women's Commercial League 
at the Forum. Prior to the congressman's arrival Stetson had 
been freely criticising his opponent, but when Mr. Knowland ar- 
vffved in the hall the subject was suddenly changed and the speak- 
er took up the white slave traffic. 
One of the ladies present 


arose and said: "Senator Stetson, before Mr. Knowland arrived 
you were criticising him, but I notice as soon as he entered the 
hall you changed the subject. Now that he is here and you are 
face to face with him, why don't you continue along the game 
line?" 
Stetson's Apology 


This brought applause and laughter from the women present 


and the senator replied that perhaps he had stopped rather 
akruptly in his discourse and changed the subject, but that he 
mmld continue. He then took from his pocket a typewritten list 
of bills which he claimed that Congressman Knowland failed to 
vote for during the eight years he has been in Congress. He 
criticised Knowland for voting for Canadian reciprocity and also 
declared that the congressman had not voted for the impeach- 
ment of Judge Archbald. 
Knowland's Manly Reply 


When Mr. Knowland replied he said that he had not taken 


the pains to go over the journal of the state senate of California 
and he had no doubt that had he done so there might have been 
many instances where Senator Stetson had voted for or against 
special bills or in cases neglected to vote, which record imght 
not be'satisfactory to every one. 
"In: this contest, however," declared Knowland, "I feel that 


I can afford to be generous and not mention my opponent nor 
pick out notes here and there that some one might criticise. 


"At each session 30,000 bills are introduced into the House 


and I have always endeavored to use my best judgment in vot- 
ing, influenced only by the dictates of my own conscience. In 
voting for Canadian reciprocity I had opposed to me Speaker 
Cannon, John Dalzell and others who are sometimes referred to 
as 'stand-patters.' 
Voting with me for Canadian reciprocity 


were the two California congressmen referred to as insurgents 


Congressmen Stevens of Los Angeles and Kent of Marin 


county. I Avould advise my opponent to inform himself as to the 
history of this legislation and the general line-up in Congress 
before making further use of his list. Some one has imposed 
upon him or he would not have criticised me in casting a vote 
against Cannon and Dalzell." 
Stetson Not a Republican 


In reply to a question as to how it happened thai he was i mi- 


ning on the Republican ticket although he had left that party, 
Senator Stetson declared that he was no longer a Republican but 
was using the party this year because it was the only method by 
which he could secure a place on the ballot unless he ran as an 
Independent.

and Revenue 
John Forrest 
to the 
city council this morning. The re- 
port is based upon exhaustive work 
on the departmental estimates and 
the city's 
Income, and represents 
hours of labor spent by City Auditor 
George Gross and City Treasurer Ed- 
win Meese in conference with For- 
rest day after day for the past three 
weeks or more. 


The tax rate in the old city as ad- 
vocated by Forrest, Gross and Meese 
in their recommendation to the city 
council. Is 41.72 on. the $100 assessed 
valuation. In the annex of 1891 and 
1,S97 they recommend .$1.71, while 
the annex of 1909 wiff^iiJ6"y the iight 
rate of $1.42 it the suggestions of the 
trio of experts 'are 'accepted. This Is 
based upon a .total assessed valua- 
tion of $129,270,400. 


The report shows maintenance of 
the city departments and immediate 
betterments estimated at $2,171,360. 
Necessary outlay for 
bond 
Interest 
and redemption on bond issued voted 
by the people amount to $609,277.44 
and bring the total estimate for the 
fiscal year budget up to $2,780,637.44. 


SEGREGATION OF FUNDS. 


The 
segregation of the 
funds is 
shown in a summary included In the 
report. The 
figures 
were 
turned 
over to the council this morning, and 
will be gone over by the commission- 
ers with the expectation of making 
but few changes. 


The tax rate must be fixed before 
th» first Tuosday In September, and 
in the interim the commissioners will 
confer with the heads of the munici- 
pal departments as to any possible 


•hangps that may be made in the 
budget. 


Severe cuts have been made in sev- 
eral of the department estimates, es- 
pecially in the matter of large -appro- 
priations asked for betterments. The 
police estimate ,for several new sta- 


• in East and North Oakland, .for 


building sites for those stations and 
e^npra! equipment 
have 
not been 


recommended, although an increase 
of $31,000 in the department is al- 
lowed. 
Several purchases of land are not 
recommended, as the acceptance of 
those projects would entail Increase 
in the tax rate 
which 
is not con- 
sidered Justifiable by the city experts 
in finance. A material decrease in 
the tax rate was promised by Mayor 
Frank K. Mott and the council, and 
to effect this it will be necessary to 
curtail all expense that Is not essen- 
tial to the progress an,d maintenance 
of the community. 


WITHIN CITY'S INCOME. 


"A city cannot be built in a day," 


declared Commissioner John Forrest 
this morning. "I think it Is a good 
"Hoy for a municipality or for an in- 
dividual ,to live within his ncome. 
At present we are not able to do ths, 
and have to live for a portion of the 
year on a credit basis. But the ef- 
forts of the community should be di- 
rected to the end that the city may, 
In the long run, be placed on a cash 
bast*.

San Francisco's Effort 
to 


Strike Down Competition 


HE merchants and business 


men of Oakland are or- 
ganizing to inform the 
voters of the State regard- 
ing the character and pur- 


pose of the annexation amendment San 
Francisco has had put upon the official 
ballot by petition. It is high time they did 
so, for the electors of the State will surely 
vote it down when they learn what it 
means. 


The proposed amendment Is special 


legislation of the most vicious character, 
put forward under a false pretense to pro- 
mote an unjust end-one that will injure 
thousands in their property interests and 
stifle the development of port facilities on 
the eastern shore of the bay. This amend- 
ment empowers San Francisco to call an- 
nexation elections in the counties contigu- 
ous at her pleasure, harass them with a 
continuous struggle to maintain their ex- 
istence, and put them to the expense of 
holding elections to decide whether they 
shall permit San Francisco to absorb them 
or not. 


Virtually San Francisco asks the voters 


to put into her hands a jimmy for break- 
ing into the houses of her neighbors. She 
wants to annex the most populous dis- 
tricts of five counties fronting on the bay, 
involving the dismemberment of those 
counties and the dislocation of the entire 
scheme of local government. 
She is de- 


termined to accomplish this spoliation in 
any manner that she can, and she is now 
playing a deep game of deception to get 
the constitutional barrier to her designs 
removed. 


San Francisco aims to gain control by 


hook or crook of all the water frontage on 
San Francisco with intent to stop all port 
development save on the shore of the 
peninsula. 
The scheme is to force all 


ships entering the bay to discharge and 
load at the wharves of San Francisco, and 
to bar the creation of facilities and the 
diversion of traffic to other points on the 
bay. 


The scheme is as dishonest as it is at 


variance with public policy. The effort to 
monopolize the commerce of San Fran- 
cisco bay is a menace to the producers of 
the interior, for if it prove successful the 
producers and shippers will have to pay 
more to get their products to market than 
they otherwise would. San Francisco is 
playing the hog, and asks the State to 
pander to her shameless greed. 


It is distinctly to the advantage of the 


State that shipping facilities should be de- 
veloped at as many points on the bay as 
they can be established, and that there 
should be healthy competition for the ex- 
pert and import business originating in the 
interior. 
Rivalry and competition mean 


lower cost and better service for the pro- 
ducer and shipper. 


San Francisco's scheme of monopoly is 


aimed at the growth and development of 


the commercial resources and shipping 
facilities for San Francisco bay as well as 
the municipal independence of her neigh- 
bors. 
Monopoly is to be accomplished by 


restriction of the area of development and 
the stifling ot competition.. The producers 
and consumers who have San Francisco 
bay for a natural outlet and inlet are to be 
forced to go on indefinitely paying the 
useless and unnecessary cost of car- 
riage back and forth across the bay merely 
to enrich San Francisco. 


Surely the people of California do not 


want that. 
It is obviously to the advant- 


age of the public to have as many points 
of shipment as can be developed, and to 
have shipping facilities established of the 
most modern type. 
San Francisco aims 


to destroy development along competitive 
and normally healthy lines. 
She wishes 


to tax commerce unnecessarily that it may 
be forced to pass over her wharves. 


She desires to annex the east shore 


cities that she may put a stop to the de- 
velopment of port facilities at Oakland 
and Richmond. 
She is alarmed at the 


building of docks and wharves on this side 
of the bay, where ship and car come to- 
gether on the most favorable terms. This 
means that freight can be transferred 
from water to rail at less cost than it can 
be done in San Francisco, and she wants 
the power to veto waterfront improve- 
ments which conflict with her selfish inter- 
ests. 


Should the annexation scheme carry, 


Oakland and Richmond would be com- 
pelled to submit bond issues to improve 
their port facilities to the approval of San 
Francisco. 
Does any rjian outside of a 


lunatic asylum think they would get it? 
The reply would be that San Francisco is 
the place to load and discharge ships and 
that it is unnecessary to create facilities 
elsewhere. 
The voters of San Francisco 


would say, we would be foolish to vote 
bonds'to build docks and wharves on the 
other side of the bay when we want all^ 
ships to land here. 
And they would be 


right. Human nature, which is inherently 
selfish, would recoil from the suggestion 
that San Francisco should give her con- 
sent to the creation of facilities at any 
other place than the peninsula. 


But because San Francisco regards the 


competition about to be established on the 
eastern shore of the bay as sufficiently 
formidable to justify her in attempting to 
destroy it, is no reason why she should'be 
permitted to do so. She wants the annex- 
ation amendment grafted on the constitu- 
tion that she may have a weapon to ham- 
mer the communities on this side of the 
bay into submission.

to place that weapon in her hands.

California would suffer from such an act 
of injustice.

velopment would be hampered and ship-

"solid pack" c.itis may bear the label 
"tomatoes." 
Cans made of juice anil 


pulp must be labeled "puree made from 
tomato trimmings with at least one 
pound of tomatoes." 


Jn accordance with the ruling C. II. 


Butler, general manager of the California 
Fruit Canners' Association, said today 
that orders had been sent out to the 
trade and to all brokers for the associa- 
tion that substitute labels must be used 
on approximately 1,000,000 cases of cans 
already labeled. 


"The original ruling of the department," 


said Butler, "was made some six weelcs 
ago and had its ori#n in the fact that 
some eastern packers had been thinning 
their tomatoes with water. 
For twenty 


years California canners bave been using 
fruit pulp and fruit juices and wa ap- 
pealed to the department for an interpre- 
tation of tho ruling. 


"That interpretation lias just been re- 


r^fvprl Hrjrl it «ii^tain« n* -4T1 nnr IIP<> of 
fruit Juice ana pulp a» a legitimate prod- 
uct. To comply with the orders of the 
depattment, however, all labels will here- 
after be printed as the department speci- 
fies." 


RULING IS DRASTIC. 


SACRAMENTO, Aug. 21.—-By a 


rnling of the United States Depart- 
njent of Agriculture, California can- 
n«rs and grocers have just been no- 
tified that the canned tomatoes of 
commerce hereafter must be. tho real 
article all through rather than two- 
thirds juice and one-third tomatoes, 
or else tho label calling the article 
"tomatoes" must bo removed. 
Under 


the ruling canned tomatoes which 
sell three for a quarter, hereafter will 
be known not as tomatoes but as 
"puree made from tomato trimmings 
with at least one pound of tomatoes." 
Tha ruling permits only the "solid 
pack" can to bear the label "tomo- 
toes." The decision will necessitate 
tho changing of the labels on thous- 
ands of cans of foodptuff already put 
•up by California capjierios.

SEATTLE, Aug. 21.—In order to divert 
Alaska gold from the San Francisco mint,

The record for large steamers tying up 


at local docks in the inner harbor wat, 
broken yesterday, when, shortly after 6 
o'clock, yesterday afternoon,1 the big Nor- 
wegian freighter Artemis, Captain Hat. 
sen, steamed slowly up the stream and 
laid alongside the bunkers of James Ir. 
Taylor, at the -foot of Franklin streets. 
The Arterms is the largest steamer that 
ever .entered the inner harbor of thib 
city. Several liners of between 3QOO and 
4000 tons have during the past two years 
put into the local harbor, but the ton- 


nage of the Artemis Is considerably great- 
er than any former arrivals In past years. 


The freighter arrived at this port sev 


eral days ago from Newcastle, Australia, 
with a coal cargo, consisting of something 
over 8000 tons. A portion of the cargo was 
discharged on the San Francisco side, 
while 2700 tons, which still remains in 
the steamer's hatches will he discharged 
at the local bunkers, The Artemis is 438 
feet in length and extends 
from 
the 


wharf nearly to the center of the stream. 


With the conclusion of her coal dis- 


charge the big freighter will sail north to 
Eureka, where she will load lumber for 
Australia, She has been chartered by the 
American Trading Co. to make the pas- 
sage, and will probably sail the latter part 
of this week. Upon her arrival at th« 
northern port, she will Pick up several 
million feet of rough clear redwood lum- 
ber for the Antipodes. Her present cargo 
consists of Richmond coal. Before sailing 
across the Pacific, the liner will

of Harvard Med'ea.! school and pres- 
cient of the congress 
Dr Blake dis- 
cussed the question of noise from the 
standpoint 
of its deleterious effect 


upon the human ear 
He cited lock- | 
smiths, blacksmiths, mechanics. Iron 
turners, boiler makers, engineers and 
stokers, as well as persons working in 
machine shops. He showed the effect 
of their surroundings as diminishing 
their hearing- power. 


"The 
multitudinous noises of the 
street," said Dr Blake "with their 
disharmonious and metallic overtones, 
together with the subjection of the 
ear to such prolonged, shrill notes as 
are Incident to railway and factory 
•whistles, are also productive of aural 
defects, although in a lesser degree 
than 
where the Impairment of the 


hearing is the direct result of occu- 
pation and exposure." 
Dr. Blake dwelt at length upon the 


Increasing amount of noise coming 
from the use of 
automobiles 
and 


showed where a large proportion of 
this was entirely unnecessary. 
The 


use of the muffler cut-out, 
for In- 
stance, he described as being Inex- 
cusable. 
On the subject of automobile warn- 


ing signals ho urged the noce'"!ity of 
greater uniformity. 
He pointed out 
that primarily the automobile warn- 
ing signal was a public utility and that 
the use of some signal was vitally 
necessary to the safety of the streets 
He declared that in order to fulfill its 
Junction as a true warning, a. signal 
must have certain essential character- 
istics. 
It must be loud and abrupt 


and convey an unmistakable expres- 
«ton of danger 
He showed that de- 


vices that did not have these quali- 
fications were, In rcalitj 
not earn- 


ings and that they were consequently 
responsible for unnecessary noise 


"The old-fashlqned bulb-horn," said 


Dr Blake, "is a relic of bygone days, 
and as much as we dislike to have It 
supplanted by the loud, 
discordant 


signal of today, we will have to recon- 
cile ourselves to it 
What we can do, 
however, is to prohibit the use ofthese 
modern signals except when they are 
actually necessary and to urge then 
that they be used only in homeopathic 
doses "
